subsection (a) of this section for which the relief is being sought, including information
known to the petitioner concerning previous harm or injury resulting from an act

specified in subsection (a) of this section by the respondent;

2. Each previous and pending action between the parties
In any court; and

3. The whereabouts of the respondent, INCLUDING, IF
KNOWN, THE RESPONDENT’S HOME OR BUSINESS ADDRESS.

4. the whereabouts of the respondent, [if known]

INCLUDING, IF KNOWN, THE RESPONDENT’S HOME OR BUSINESS ADDRESS;

5. if financial relief is requested, information known to
the petitioner regarding the financial resources of the respondent; and

6. in a case of alleged child abuse or alleged abuse of a
vulnerable adult, the whereabouts of the child or vulnerable adult and any other
information relating to the abuse of the child or vulnerable adult.
